DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 


SAX FuAXCfgro, April 9.—No disaster 


which waa accompanied by such un- 
uaual circumstances has ever happened 
to a vessel as the accident which befell 
the British ehip JMairmore at 7 o'clock 
this" morning. 


While ridiug at anchor in Mission 


bay, one mile east of the Union iron 
works, ihe vessel was struck by a vio- 
lent squall which, together witn a 
swift flood tide, threw the craft on her 
etarboarb side, 
capsizing her com- 


pletely, anil sank hur iii less than five 
minutes. 


Fifteen aeainen struRgled in the water. 


Six wore confined in the vessel's hold. 
The imprisoned men never reached the 
deck as did their comrades engaged with 
them in handling ballast below and 
their bodies are imprisoned in the steel 
bull. 
The Blairmore'a masts He level with 


the hay bottom under seven fathoms of 
water "and not a sight of the- eailor'B 
sunken tomb is visible above the waves. 
Here and there, on the surface of the. 
•water near the Bcene of the calamity, 
are pieces of planks, kegs, etc., floating 
about, but beyond this, both vessel and 
men 
have been 
completely 
swal- 


lowed up. 
The unfortunates who loat their lives 


were Thomas .Ludwig, first mate; 
Henry Clark, able seaman; Roland 
.Siegle, apprentice; G. Reiiebeum, and 
Sam Kerry, steward. 


The biil&ncepf the men on board wore 


those seamen usually held to stand by a 
•vessel alter she discharges her cargo 
and is awaiting her consignments. The 
•regular foremast bands were all dis- 
charged on the arrival of the vessel from 
Newcastle two months ago. 


The squall that caused tho diaaBter 


waa the most severe eiperiencwd on the 
eoutb arm of the bay for years. 


The Hlairmore, with her bead turned 


toward the Union Iron Works, was 
.keeled over ao far that a passing towboafe 
captain hailed her and asked Captain 
Caw, her commander, if be did not 


1 wieh to tow to the north end of the bay. 


Captain Caw thought that hie vessel 
had braved tbe perils of enough of 
ocean voyages not to bo wrecked in tbe j 
bay oC San Francisco, eo he refused a : 
tow, saying that he would hold on a lit- 
tle while longer. 


Tbe tug had scarcely drawn away 


when the Blairmorft gave a sadden 
lurch, dropped her jarda and fell prone 
on her starboard quarter. 


The water rushed into the hold in a 


torrent. The rapidly escaping Jiff from 
tbe hold blew H, fountain-like as high 
.as the lower yards. 
The men scrambled wildly out on the 


open ladder. 
At tbe time tbe Blairinore was seen to 


keel over the tug Active, which had just 
let go of the Tvereak, waa Ft the su^ar 
refinery whari. Oaptain Marshall im- 
mediately ea,w the damper and headed 
for the wreck. The tug Alert, Captain 
Brokaw, waa soon on the scene also, and 
after the survivers had been picked up 
the tug Rockaway, Captain

party of workmen, steamed up. Captain 
Marshall tried to"get a line to the Ul&ir- 
more to keep her up against the wind, 
but the weight was too much for the tug 
and the attempt was not continued.

Hide oi the ship and worked with des- 
perate energy to cut a hole in the Btoel, 
Thev could hear the agonizing cries of 
the Imprisoned sailora calling for help.

So far KS the pledging of delezateo to

It now happens to be to the advantage 


of California that when Mr. Depew 
opens his mouth for vocal exercise that 
be has millions of heaiera, for he ia 
in this state and has freely expressed 
hia opinion, from a business man's 
standpoint, of what he has seen here. 
Regarding the manufacturing possibili- 
ties of the coast, Mr. Depew Bays: 


If you evtr get the cheap fuel, coke 


and iron they are counting on at Los 
Angeles and riau Diego, your manufac- 
turing supremacy will fca assured and 
nothing can prevent the sale of your 
wares at the East. With the Nicaragua 
canal there ii a great deal that you can 
do. I am not dreaming or talking just 
for praise. You see, we are a party of 
business men, traveling as Mr. Yander- 
bilt'a guests, and as a result we are look- 
ing at the business aspect of thinga. 
Well, it has been a journey of surprises 
ever since we arrived in the state. Attain 
I eay it is an undeveloped empire, and 
is destined some day to be far-famed 
and thickly settled. 


In regard to cheap fuel for manufac- 


turine U is rather surprising that 
Mr. Bctpew has overlooked the unlimited 
supply of power awaiting transmission 
from California's mountain Btreama in 
electric currents, but as a matter of 
couise the most observing man could 
not see everything in this state in a 
period of three or four days. He bad 
also overlooked the fact that in Fresno 
county are mountains of the finest iron 
ore in tbe world. 


But it is when Mr. Depew cornea to 


tbe San Joaqu'm valley tbat be begins to 
realize the vastness of the possibilities for 
capital and population that he has found 
here. The Chronicle reports him on the 
feature of his trip aa follows: 


The possibilities of the great San 


.ToHouin valley interested President De- 
pew'to the po'iutof enthusiasm. "With 
irrigation,"hesaid, "there is scarcely 
auy limit to the wealth that miraculous 
valley can produce. I think the govern- 
ment ought to be induced to take up the 
question of developing such lands. It 
ought to spend money to irrigate the 
Ran Joaqnin valley. Certainly a gov- 
ernment that subsidized the Pacific 
roads ought BO do many other things to 
benefit the people—ought to put in irri- 
gation systems and subsidize steamship 
lines. When your fitate io once thor- 
ouely irrigated there is scarcely any 
limit 'o the population that can live 
here. 


When Mr. Depew refers to the neglect' 


of the federal government to promote 
the interest of this Coast be touches a 
responsive chord in California, and it 
may be hoped that the words of this dis- 
tinguished easterner may command an 
attention which has been denied the 
multitude of voices of the people who 
are directly interested. Tbis coast has 
been shamefully neglected by the powers 
tbat be at the national capitol. The 
subsidizing of the Pacific roads is the 
only interest tbat has ever been mani- 
fested in thia western empire, and that 
act left the people at the mercy of a 
powerful monopoly. Mr. Depew ia a 
disinterested observer, and he but speaks 
the plain truth when ho says that con- 
gress should assist in improving the 
transportation facilities of the coast amd 
in developing the irrigation resources of 
a section ao rich in agricultural possibili- 
ties under that system of production.

plished So Little. 


MADRID, April (i.—The result of the 
ote on the Cuban resolutions taken by 
;ie United States house of representa- 
ives today was anxiously awaited hefe. 
t is pointed out that hostilities must 
oon cease on account of thu approach 
f the rainy eeaaon, and no further re- 
nforcoments worth mentioning will be 
ent to Cuba until the month of Sep- 
err.her. Hut Spain is making exten- 
ive preparations in this connection.and 
our ironclftiia and several torpedo boats 
re ready to eail at short notice, in order 
o take part in the blockade of the coast 


if Cuba should the insurgents be recog- 
liaed as belligerents. 
The general opinion here, however, is 
bat the question as to how aud when 
he United States will intervene in Cuba 
Till be left to President Cleveland, and 
t ia believed the latter will only, at 
east an a preliminary, offer the friendly 
Dm'ces of the United States in the mat- 
er, while intimating that other steps 
may be taken should the offer be re- 
used. 
Although some newspapers declare 


.hat a crisis Is at hand, the fact remains 
ihat the people are almost entirely 
ialmed down and tbat little or no war 
alt it to be heard. The military and 
naval preparations being made by the 
war department and admiralty are more 
n the nature of precautionary meas- 
ures, tbe ultimate object of which is tbe 
urtber and still wore energetic prose- 
cution of the campaign against the in- 
surgents. 
There is no intention to 


defy the United States or do anything 
calculated so in flame popular feeling, 
although should it become necessary to 
do so, it is understood the Spanish will 
respond with enthusiasm to the call to 
irms in defense of Cuba, and that 
Spain's blood and treasure will flow to 
;he utmost in the efforts to uphold tbe 
sonor of the country. 


The defenses ot Havana have been 


greatly strengthened recently by thead- 
dition to the armament of that place of 
L number of the heaviest guns.

It is the 
ovemmeut's policv, Mr. Mandcll pays,

troubles which have ruined Cuba for the 
timo being and which hid fair to drivi 
Spain into bankruptcy.

PUBLIC WAR EXISTS IS 
CUBA 


Sharp Talk in the Senate on Amend 


meats to tlie Poatoffice Ap- 


propriation Bill. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.— The house to- 


•day adopted the conference report on 
the Cuban resolutions by a vote of 244 
to 27, and passed the river and harbor 
appropriations bill under suspension of 
the rules, after a lively debate of forty 
minutes, by a vote of 216 to 40; The re- 
port en the Cuban resolution had been 
debated Friday and Saturday and today 
•was taken up immediately after the read- 
ing of the journal. Eighteen KepubH- 
<;ans and nine Democrats voted against 
the report. After the moat determined 
opposition of tboae opposed to the recog- 
nition of the Insurgents in the senate 
and house, there was bat tan more votes 
against the report than against the orig- 
inal resolutions. The former vote was 
202 to 17. By its action today theheuae 
agreed to the senate reaolutiona and diE- 
poaed of the Cuban question for the 


resent. Those resolutions were as fol- 
ws: 
AVao/ri?!/, That, in the opinion of con- 


gress, a condition of public war exists 
between the government of Spain and 
the government proclaimed and for 
some time maintained by force of arms 
by the people of Cuba; and that the 
United States of America should main- 
tain a strict neutrality between the con- 
tending powers, according to each all 
the rights of belligerents in the ports 
and territory of the United States. 


HemhfA, Further, that the friendly 


oilicea of the United Statea should, bp 
offered by the President to the Spanish 
government for the recocnition of the 
independence of Cuba. 


The river aud harbor bill passed to- 


day, carries in actual appropriations 
$10. 330,060, and authorizes contracts 
for" thirty-twi> new projects, with a 
limit oi cost of J51.721.21U.

Only forty minutes' debate was al- 


lowed. Mr. Hooker, chairman of the 
river and harbor committee, attempted 
to secure an extension of this time, but 


- first Mr. Maguire, Democrat of Califor- 


nia, and then Mr. Groavenor, Republi- 
can of Ohio, objected. The debate was 
very spirited. Mr. Dockery, Democrat 
of Missouri, attacked the recklessness 
with which it was proposed to extend 
the "continuing contract" system on 
the bill—a natural result, he claimed, of 
the policy of giving the government's

'omise to pay instead of paying cash, 
e admitted, however, the great econ- 


omy of tho contract system which Mr. 
Burton, Republican of Ohio, had stated 
from official reports to be 30 per cent. 
Hr. Hepburn, Republican of Iowa, 


also made a vigorous assault on the bill, 
which he said had enough "pork" in it 
to insure its passage. He devoted him- 
self particularly to tbe Mississippi River 
•commission, the work of which he de- 
nounced. This brought forth a reply 
from Mr. Catchings, the former chair- 
man of rivers and harbors, and a de- 
fense of the measure from Mr. Hooker, 
Republican of New York, the present 
chairman.

SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, April G.—The 
senate 


•Spent the entire day on the postoffice 
.appropriation bill, hut did not complete 
it. The bill served to bring out some- 
sharp criticisms by Senator Gorman on 
the administration of the poatoffice de- 
partment, and by Senator Allen on al- 
leged irregularities resulting from the 
civil service system, the pending ques- 
tion being that of consolidating country 
and suburban poatoffices as adjuncts to 
city or metropolitan districts, 


Mr. Wolcott advocated the reform as 


essential to the present postal service of 
the country, small noatoflicea being cre- 
ated at the rate of over 2000 a year, and 
the aggregate army of 70,000 offices 
maintaining separate accounts with 
Washington. He believed the change 
would do away with the system of giv- 
ing possible rewards for political serv- 
ices. The 
Democratic grocer.v-store 


keepers are running the postofuce of 
one administration, and the Republican 
.f-rocBry-store keeper running it the 
nest administration. 


Wolcott said he was by no means 


friendly with tbe present administra- 
tion, yet he desired to commend the 
able and intelligent conduct ot the post- 
office administration under Poatmaater 
-General Wilson. The senator added 
that this waa a move toward throwing 
• oft the domination of the spoils system 
from the postal service. 


"Civil service ia," he said, "largely 


an acquired taste, but any public man 
vfho haa remained here through an op- 
posing administration and has seen men 
.appointed to office aa a reward for politi- 
cal dirty work, unworthy men, not Ct 
to hold office, many of them unintelli- 
gent and unprincipled men—then ono 
can pppreciate the virtues of civil ser- 


Mr. Wolcott and Mr. Gorman joined 


issues over some references of tbe for- 
mer to the Elliott city, Maryland, ab- 
aorption of the Baltimore poatoffice, the 
latter saying he knew all about the mat- 
ter and did not, like Mr. Wolcott, get 
his information at second hand. 


Mr. Wolcott said that any differences 


•that might exist between the postmas- 
ter general and one or two senators 
ought to give way before the needs of 
the public service.

casm, "then I congratulate the postoffice 
department that a dtBtinguiahed senator

been a suspicion among many _Demo- 


• crata that many acts of thia administra- 
tion could consistently be defended by 
some Republicans." 


Mr. Gorman rejected the idea that 


the postofficea were a huge spoils system. 
He served under Democratic admmia 
tration and under Republican adminis- 
tration, and the mere appointment oi 
pistmastera was not anything to him 
Ik knew, he aaid, from recent events 
-that any recommendations by bin 
would be rejected. Mr. Gorman sail 
that hia observations of civil service re 
formers were that they were the first to 
.get their friends into otnoe and then to 
beep them there. Referring to the

This amendment ia a concession to the

SUGGESTIONS OFFERED. 


W. F. Forssy of the Co-operative 


Packers' Association presented to the 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
and of the Hundred Thousand Club the 
following suggestions: 
J 


In viewing the proposition as submit- 


ted to us by the joiut committee of the 
Hundred Thousand Club and Chamber 
of Commerce, we betfto suggest a few 
urmngca which we believe would be re- 
quired by the growers, and which might 
allow the co-operative companies to 
juin the movement. 
In regard to the incorporation of a 


corporation: 


We bBiieve tbat it would to a large 


(le^rea simplify, matter* if the commis- 
sion packers would form aucb a corpora- 
tion as has been proposed, but it would 
be impossible for thia association to join 
flame, a« we are already an incorporated 
co-operative association, composed of 
several co-operative packing companies, 
and organized for the purpose of concen- 
trating tlm Belling of the pack of the co- 
operative packing companies under one 
head, and our people would not allow 
ue to take stock" in nny corporation such 
as has been suggested. Producers aa a 
ruleare very much averse to becoming 
a part of a joint stock corporation in a 
moderate form and with only a moder- 
ate liability, and latterly are disposed to 
favor organization under the act of ISaa, 
for the reason that in their judgment it 
lessens tEe liability; hut we feel sure 
that if the corporation of packers will 
meet nn fairly, that the plan that WB 
will suggest further on will eliminate al1 
compoi-ition and insure remnaeMtivi 
prices for tho grower.

Aa Mrs. Polen fell forward on her face, 
Mrs. McMullen looked around just in 
time to receive the full charge of the 
second barrel in her face. Both women 
were found lying just ae they fell. 


Polen coolly walked a few steos, 


stopped, reloaded his gun, and ran east 
to' tbo railroad. A freight train waa 
pulling In. The officera and citizens 
were so close behind him tbat he 
dropped his gnn and threw himself in 
front of the engine. The pilot struck 
him on the head, inflicting injuries 
which are pronounced fatal. He was 
then lodged in jail. Tonight a great 
crowd of excited citizens assembled in 
front of the jail, bat Mayor McGill ad- 
dressed them and said Folen would die 
of his injuries, and the crowd finally 
dispersed. It is rumored late tonight 
that Polen was taken to Decatur for 
safekeeping. The jail ia heavily guard 
ed, and no reporters are allowed near it

oreanization of growers or an organiza- 
tion of packers will not materially change 
the present condition unless the custom- 
ary consignments can be stopped. Sev- 
eral plane have been submitted for the 
general betterment of the business and 
all bave points of merit and all have 
supporters, but the raisin men either 
expect to find a ?!an which from the 
start will correct all defects or else they 
think the expected beneficial reaalta will 
not fall where they should, thus neces- 
aitating tbe continuance of the present 
plan of "each grower competing with his 
neighbor to the pleasure and benefit of 
the buyer." 
It ia the duty of everyone to study the 


situation carefully until some plan, even 
though it may not be perfect, will, aa 
its prime object, tend to stop indiscrim- 
inate consignments. 


The winemakers of California bave 


adopted a systematic method in mar- 
keting their wine, one of tbe prime ob- 
jects of which ia to prevent unbusiness- 
like competition among producers in : 
making sales. There are no more con- 
signments and the sales are made by 
the association, the officer* of which can 
make sales without fear of competition 
from the members of the association, 
and the highest possible price can then 
be realized. 


The organization of the winemakera 


has resulted in a marked advance in ths 
price of both wine and wine grapes until 
he business is both pleasant and profit- 
,ble. 
There is no reason wby the raisin 


business cannot be benefitted in the 
same way, provided tbe selling can be 
under one bead and unhampered by 
consignments, for something like the 
market valne of the goods can then be 
secured. 
The relation between the wine busi- 


ness and the raisin business in not so 
remote but what tbe rules which have 
so well served tbe one can be made to 
servo the other. 


A corporation can be quickly formed 


at Fresno composed of directors mainly 
from among your bankers, who, of all 
people, are probably aa anxious as any-

This crude petroleum, which iB almost 


sure to be found in paying quantities, 
will be piped to a refinery in this city or 
Hanford. It will be a question largely 
of best facilities and "inducements" ae 
to wbich place will be the site of thia 
refinery. 


This development work eeemE to be in 


good hands, a liberal Bum of money is 
being expended in prosecuting it, and 
there is every reasonable prouect of a 
large production of petroleum at this 
camp in the near future.

Since 1SSS there have been 155 re- 


corded drivea in California, and 'the total 
number of rabbits killed ia placed at 
370,195. It ia explained, however, that 
in many of ti-o driven estimatea were 
made, but Vuere waa no actual count. 
In aome instances a number of nmall 
drives in one locality are lumped to- 
cether and treated as one drive. For 
example a drive ia recorded aa taking 
place near Delano in 1894 wherein 25,- 
000 rabbits were killed, when, aa a mat- 
ter of fact, there were thirteen email 
drives in place of one large oce. If 
every small drive were recorded the 
total number would probably be several 
hundred. 


Of the recorded drivea 57 took place 


in Tulare county, 11 in Modoc, 16 in 
Merced, 19 in Madera, 3 in Kinge, 28 in 
Kern, and 16 in Fresno. The largest 
number killed in a single drive waa 20,» 
000 in tho Grand Army drive ia Fresno 
county, February 13,1892. The small- 
est number of killed waa in a drive in 
Modoc county, January 20,1895, where 
60 jackrabbitB represented the day's 
apoila. Another drive near the same 
place two weeka before resulted in the 
killing of 60.

On Monday morning nest at 3 o'clock 


the last joint of the San Joaquin F.!ec- 
tric Company's pipe line will be in- 
serted. By carefully noted thermometer 
observations it waa determined that the 
minimum temperature for each twenty- 
four hours at the power house occurs at

The eub- 
atatlon in Fresno was not ready to re- 
ceive the current, consequently it waa 
not sent over the wire to this city. It 
was turned on a number of lamps at the 
power house and tbe lights produced 
were brilliant and steady. "Within t 
short time the current will be turned on 
the line to Fresno. The contract for 
liphtiGg the city begins April 15th.

Superintendent T. L. 


lleaton yesterday filed a complaint in 
Justice Austin's court, charging |M, J. 
Aguirre with selling tobacco to a minor 
in an unlawful manner. Aguirre is tho 
proprietor of a grocery store at tbe cor- 
ner of J aud Ventura streets. 


The storekeeper was taken before Jus- 


tice Austin, where he admitted that he 
had sold some tobacco to a 9-year-old 
boy. He said, however, that the boy 
bad stated to him that his father bad j 
sent him for the tobacco. Aguirre was j 
much put out 
on account of his i 


arrest. He said that the youngster 
came to the store in such a matter-of- 
fact way and threw the money on the 
counter "for tobacco for papa," that he 
did not suspect deception. 


Justice Austin read the statute against 


the sale of tobacco to minors for tbe 
benefit of Aguirre, and warned him to 
be more careful in the future. Consid- 
ering that it waa hia firat offense, and 
being satisfied that he had not intended 
to violate the law, the couit imposed a 
fine of only $5 upon Aguirre. It was 
paid. 


Section 308 of the penal code reads as 


follows: "Every pereon who sells, or 
gives, or furnishes in any way, to an- 
other, who ia in fact under the age of 1(1 
years, any tobacco, or preparation of 
tobacco, ia-guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a line not exceeding $100; pro- 
vided, however, that this section shall 
not be deemed to apply to articled fur- 
nished on prescriptions from physicians 
authorized by law to practice medicine, 
nor to persons who supply such articles 
to their own children, nor to sales made 
to such minors upon the written consent 
of the parents or guardians 0I auch 
minors first obtained in writing by the 
vendor."

minors has been instituted by Professor 
Heaton aa far aa the schools aro con- 
cerned. Several ladies of the city have 
also taken aii interest in the matter. 
The UBO of tobacco among boya is more 
prevalent than is generally known.

A few daya ago an official of one of 


our moat important corporations,- wbich 
uses a large "protection fund," with 
which the newspapers, supervisors and 
legislators are acquainted, surprised me 
by saying that in his opinion one who 
gave a bribe WAS as bad aa the person 
who took it. As a generality that is 
tine, and there is no douot that the sys- 
tem of purchase whien ha3 grown up 
jiere_the system followed by rich men 
and corporations—has bred a moral con- 
dition that is appalling. In one view 
the bribers are responsible; if they re- 
fused to corrupt there would he no 
newspapers and no officiala corrupted. 
But in another view, their own, they 
are compelled in self-defense to bribe. 
What one does the other must do or be 
at a disadvantage. There ia this to be 
said for the bribe-giver: He pretends 
to be nothing more than a money- 
maker. But the official who takes a 
bribe betrays a specific trust, and BO 
does a newspaper. The trust in its case 
has not been officially imposed, but it 
haa been voluntarily assumed. In both 
cases the betrayal of the public is 
equally shameful. I urced that on my 
corporation friend, and it seemed to 
comfort him. "But," he said, "it ia a 
dirty business all round, and inbound 
to work its own cure sooner or later. 
Things bave got ao now that scarcely 
anybody will do anything without being 
paid for it. By yielding to bloodsuck- 
ers we breed more of them. And this 
must go on progressively until tho very 
men who are at the disbursing end of 
the criminal system will revolt against 
it and combine toget rid of it. The tax 
is frightful and it ia constantly getting 
to be heavier. We are not under illu- 
sions as to the character of the means 
by which we control legialation, the 
courts and tho press. It is winked, it 
ia vile, it ia indefensible. But until we 
combine we shall have to endure. And 
we are accused of liking it! We are 
pictured as a lot of Gcouortrela eo fond of 
villainy that we practice it for its own 
aaVe. Rich men are like other men, 
and bave a preference for a clear con- 
science, and, us they wouldn't be rich 
were they not fond of money, it'a 


_t service, and was rewarded with a job 
as driver of the police patrol wagon.

Indeed BO 
little shocking is it to the public sense 
of propriety that each a man should be 
an accepted and prosperous member of 
the dominant class in a great party that 
I have neither heard nor seen a single 
comment upon thia aspect of the shoot- 
ing. 
Air. Martin, at tnia writing, IB not 


dead, but should he expire it is only 
reasonable to expect that Mr. Spreckela 
will see to it that his funeral is all it 
should he, and that the Republican 
state comorittee will attend in a body. 


The woman suffrage amendment that 


is to be voted on at the ueit election 
has brought the Amazona to California 
from the four quarters of the earth. 
Miss Suaan B. Anthony, and the Rev. 
Miea Anna Shaw, and Mrs. Clara Foils 
are vocal already, and the state ia to be 
covered with . eloquent ladies famed 
throughout the country. And all the 
local strong-minded will, of course, 
mount the platform. I can't but think 
that this feminine campaign in behalf 
of the amendment will be fatal to it. 
There aro plenty of men here who are 
not hostile to the proposition, standing 
by itself,.tbat women should have the 
ballot if they want it—that since our in- 
dustrial civilization is shouldering on 
to 
women 
the 
burden 
of 
their 


own support, it ia merely fair that they 
should be accorded every advantage 
equally with the other BOX. Such men 
Feel that it is a poor kind of chivalry 
which would impose artificial weights on 
a woman who has to do her own fight- 
ing in the struggle for existence. But 
there are few of these men who are not 
acutely conscious of repulsion when 
they come into actual contact with the 
speech-making, electioneering female. 
Miss Anthony is brave and admirable, . 
and Mias Shaw IB as good a person as if 
ahe wore breeches, and Mrs. Foltz, be- 
ing a Shortridge, blazea with all the tal- 
ents and charms of her line; but still 
the average man. however highly ho 
may esteem these conspicuously worthy 
ladies, cannot think without terror of 
his own womankind being like them. 
Necesearily they present themselves aa 
specimen bricks. So, if the ballot is to 
aid women toward 
being 
"new," 


the voter 
will 
be very 
apt 
to 


think that tbe old kind will last 
his timej that he prefers bis wife and 
daughters to attend to the traditions, 
and that social experiments can safely 
be left to the next generation. Think- 
ing thus, be will give bis ballot against 
the amendment. I shall vote for it my- 
eelf, but I know enough "about human 
nature, and especially Californian lni- 
inan nature, to nave m expectation 
whatever that it will carry. Had the 
propaganda been left to the press and to 
men it would have stood eome chance 
of success. But it ia characteristic of 
the New Wornau that not even for the 
eake of tho cause that ia nearest her 
heart will ahe consent to forego the de- 
lights of publicity. The opponents of 
suffrage, here and evorwhere elao, have 
cause to be grateful to her, for ahe haa 
been 
an 
efficient 
brake 
on 
the 


^heel of progress. The movement of 
which is only a surface symptom goea 
on in spite of her. It is the silent work- 
ingwoman, not the talking one, who 
makes for female suffrage the argument 
tliat tells with thoughtful and just and 
pitying men.

EFFORT TO FUT A STOP TO IT 


A Long a lid Busy Session—Many 


Matters Are Given Con- 


sideration. 


yiuia Tuesday's Dally. 


A long and important meeting of tbe 


City Trustees was hela 
last night. 


Mayor Gray croft presided, and the full 
board was present. 


Miss L. H. Hatch presented a peti- 


tion eicned by eighty ladies of the city, 
four members of the Board of Educa- 
tion and one superior court judge, prov- 
ing that the trustees take steps to en- 
force the law against the eale of tobacco 
to minors. 


After Miaa Hatch had eaid a few 


worda indicating the neceaaity of en- 
forcing the law Professor Heaton claimed 
the privilege of a hearing on the matter, 
and made a forcible appeal. lie eaid 
that during the seven yeare he had re- 
sided here he had not heard of a single 
arreat, till a case came under his own 
observation the other day when he him- 
eelf swore out a warrant against a dealer 
who had Bold tobacco to a boy. He had 
not time to attend to this matter him- 
self, lint considered that the police 
ought to act, and if these would not do 
their dutv the board should discharge 
them and get men who woo Id. lie 
epoke from his own experience of the 
difficulty of getting boys through tbe 
Kradea wheu their brains have been fud- 
dled"bv tobacco. It is just as much a 
violation of the law for the boya to 
smoke aa for the dealers to sell them 
the tobaooo. 


Spinney took Mr. Heaton up pretty 


sharply about the powers of the board 
to regulate the evil. He said, however, 
that if Mr. Heaton, or any one elae, 
could furnish clear proof that a police 
officer had neglected his auty that otti- 
cer would be discharged. 


Heaton—" \Vill you do that?" 
Spinney- "You bet." 
{Laughter.] 


After some discussion as to whether 


the matter was covered by a local ordi- 
nance, aa well as tbe state law, the city 
attorney eaid such is the fact. The 
local ordinance ia even fuller than the 
state Ifiw. 


Marshal Woy expressed his willing- 


ness to enforce the law to the best of hie 
ability' with the small force at his dis 
posal. He claimed that hie officers were 
doiug their beet and no blame is at- 
tributable to them, it being the duty of 
the county peace officers equally witb 
the city police attend to the matter. 


In the course of the discussion refer- 


•eace was made to tlie gathering of boys 
around tbe approaches to the Barton on 
play nights at an hour when they should 
be in bed. It waa not denied that many 
of these boys were sinokinff. 


Constable Shaw recommended as the 


beat remedy a strict enforcement of the 
•curfew ordinance, now almost R dead 
letter. Ko curfew is rung and the boys 
are on the streets at late hours of night. 
To arrest these boya for smoking and 
throw them into jail among tbe lowest 
classes of hoboes would be to expose 
them to evils worse then smoking itself. 
He reminded the board that the con- 
stables had repeatedly "arrested boya for 
the offense, but in every instance their 
parents had come into court and begged 
them off. 


Chief Hari eaid the reason the fire 


bell was not rung at tbe curfew hour 
was because it confused the firemen, and 
it was his opinion that the fire bell 
should -only be rung for fire alarm pur- 
poses. 


Spinney suggested that one of tbe 


neighboring church 
belle might be 


pressed into service and had this sug- 
gestion introduced into his motion that 
tbe petition be referred to Marshal Woy 
with power to act. This course was 
adopted -by the board and Miss Hatch 
left with her friends. 


A remonstrance was received from W. 


G. Fezgusou and Henry Walters against 
the construction of a lateral aewer be- 
tween Kern and Mono streets affecting 
their property. Attorney Gallagher, for 
tbe objectors, claimed that the lots were 
unimproved and that the owners will 
he subject to expense without benefit. 
On motion of Spinnev the remonstrance 
was ordered printed, the objectors to 
pay the city $10. 


Fire Marshal Hart reported ten fire 


alarms during the quarter. Total loss 
$875, covered by insurance.' 


City Kecorder Clark reported $35 col- 


lected in fees. City Marshal Woy re- 
ported the following collections: Regu- 
lar licensees $120.50, fractional licenses 
$23.70, total $1-14,20. 


Pouadkeeper Crow reported as fol- 


lows: Dogs on hand 6, captured 33, 
total 39; dispuHud of 34, on hand 3; dead 
dogs taken off street and destroyed 3;

FBESKO CONNECTED T\'ITH TI1E 


SAN JOA^UIN. 


Tfie Current Turned On—Tlie Great 


Elettric Plant, Satisfactory in 


a Hijfli Decree. 


The first current of electricity from 


the power house on the Ban Joaquin 
river to this city waa sent over the wires 
at 7.30 last evening. The wheels at the 
power boufle had been running at inter- 
vals for a couple of days, but no effort 
bad been made to transmit the current 
to Fresno. Tbe experiement last even- 
ing waa made to test tbe wires and see 
ihat tbey were all light. The machin- 
ery in tbe substation was not tested, as 
everything waa not in readiness. Bat 
several incandescent lamps in the anb- 
Htatlcn were burned, with results in 
every way satisfactory. 


These lamps were directly connected 


witb the dynamos in the power honae 
thirty-five miles distant, and it is re- 
markable that this is the longest incan- 
descent circuit in the world. The volt- 
age sent over the wire was 125. A 
dozen or more people were present at 
ihe substation to witness the first lamp 
flaah. The General public were not 
notified, as it was only an experimental 
teat. About the loth of thia month 
something will take place which all the 
people in Fresno can eee. 


Theagentof the Peltpn Wheel Com- 


pany o; £i;i Francieco is at the power 
LJOU&) overseeing tbe machinery pnt in 
by his company. He is greatly pleased 
with the success attained. In fact, ev- 
erybody connected with the enterprise 
is pleased. The waterwheela run per- 
fectly and nut a miscalculation has been 
made anywhere. John S. Eastwood has 
been at the power house several days. 
Tbe connecting joint of pipe has not 
yet been put iii. Arrangements were 
mailo ior putting ii iu at 3 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, hut rain interfered. 
Tbe pipe is nine inches longer at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon than at 3 the 
nest morning, due to the contraction of 
the metal in the cool air of night. The 
joint will be inserted when tbe pipe is 
Bhorteat. 


By listening over the telephone which 


connects the power houae with this city, 
the running of the water wheels can be 
heard very distinctly. The wheels will 
be run a few davo before they are cou- 
pled with the dynamos.

MONEY IN LEMONS. 


FIGURES SHOWING ASTONISHING 


PKOi'IT. 


An Industry Pre-eminently Adapted 


to Fresno County's Ther- 


mal Belt. 


From Sunday's Daily. 


A practical farmer, whoae figures are 


based on experience and appear very 
conservative, says that lemons can be 
grown at a good profit at five for 1 cent. 
He reckons land at $100 per acre; ditch- 
ing, headgates grading and planting at 
$15 per acre, and irrigation and cultiva- 
tion $15 per acre per annum. He then 
annually reckons cost of cultivation at 
$16 per acre, and adds 10 per cent to the 
amount invested each year for interest, 
and by the end of BIX years the twenty 
acrea has cost about $7700, minus the 
crops taken off it the fourth, fifth and 
sixth years, which, according to present 
prices and amount of fruit yielded by 
jroea of that age, would have amounted 
to over $8000, so that the grower would 
bave got back all the money he invested 
originally, meanwhile getting 10 per 
cent interest on his investment, and a 
Few hundred dollars besides. 


Theee inures look altogether too bie 


to be true, hut if figured closely it 
means this: First-class land can at 
present bu had at (75 per acre, instead 
jf $100; and trees, if purchased by 1000 
lota and for cash, are 35 instead of 40 
cents apiece; and as level land can at 
this time be boufiht, his figures on grad- 
.ufi, cultivation, etc., are high enuugh. 
To make his yiuld as much as is claimed 
each tree must yield five dozen letnona 
when four years old, and they must 
fetch one-half cent each, which is 30 
cents per tree, or $30 an acre (100 treea 
per acre), or, $600 for. the twenty acres 
;he ionrtb year. The fifth year, each 
;rei must bear twenty dozen, which, 
at one-half cent apiece, means $1.20 per 
tren, or $120 per acre, or $2400 for tbe 
twenty acres. The aiith year each tree 
must bear fifty dozen lemons, which, at 
one-half cent, is $3 per tree, or $300 per 
acre, or $6000 for the twenty acres. 


Theee figures do not appear to be mis- 


eading, for in that thermal belt five and 
six year old trees are bearing fully that 
number or more; and the present price 
of lemons is about 1 cent apiece, instead 
of % a cent. 
There is no question, 


ither, that lemons grow to perfection in 
this county. 


At GOO lemons per tree, selling at five 


for 1 cent, the grower is getting $1.20 
ler tree. There ia big money in growing 
[teaches at 1 cent per pound undried, 
and good fruit weighs about three to the 
pound, and many six-year-old peach 
trees bear from 400 to 600 peaches per 
tree. So if peaches fetched 1 cent for 
five, there would be a large profit in 
raising them, but they do not always do 
ae well as that, though on a slight im- 
provement in the market price they will 
do so. Peaches are alluded to in this 
connection EO the farmer may form a 
clearer idea of yield per tree. 


The lemon gets the best of every other 


fruit in the fact that it bears continu- 
ously nine months in the year, having 
blossoms and ripe fruit at the same 
time, and green fruit from the size of HU 
acorn to a hen's epg. A fact of the great- 
eat importance to the grower is that he 
takes no chances on the weather in 
lemon growing, since bis crop ripens 
nearly all the year round. He needs to 
put no money ID expensive trays and 
eweatbozes, for the packer furnishes 
boxes; and he can hold the crop if the 
market does not need it, either on the 
tree or packed; and he is constantly 
getting caeh ttie year round. His labor 
costs lees too, because it is regular. 
Lemons are a staple article, end not 
merely a luxury; and ae it ia an indus- 
try that only men of means can go into 
largely it wiil not get into the condition 
that the raipin industry has; while 
801*11 planters ran trade for groceries 
what they do not need themselves.
